Vote or Canadian 
Reciprocity Will 
Not Be Taken Earlier Than July 15. 
Stone Predicts Continuous Session. 


Washington, June 7. — Abandoning 
hope of defeating in * committee the 
Hoot amendment to the Canadian reci­ 
procity hill, affecting the print paper 
and wood pulp clause of the agree­ 
ment, friends of the measure began 
on the floor of the senate an active 
campaign to prevent the acceptance of 
the Hoot provision. 
The president showed anxiety over 
the situation wheu, alter an executive 
session of Hie senate finance commit­ 
tee, he appealed to the Democratic 
senators to stand 
out 
against th* 
amendment. 
Senator Stone expressed 
to the president his confidence that 
far more than a majority would be 
found voting against the Root and all 
other amendments that may be of­ 
fered. 
The administration throughout has 
contended that amendment to th® bill 
probably would be fatal, and by rea­ 
son of this contention the measure was 
passed by the house in the form de 
sited by the state department. 
The 
same argument was advanced when 
the measure was turned over to the 
senate finance committee, and Chair­ 
man Penrose, of the committee, has 
endeavored to prevent consideration 
of amendments. 
The prim*.pal fight on the floor will 
he based on the Hoot provision, hut 
whether it tie accepted or rejected, 
the friends of 
reciprocity are now 
hopeful of success. 
The reason for 
their exhilaration is found in the de 
cision of a majority of the Democratic 
senators to make no effort to attach 
tile house free list bill to the reciproc­ 
ity mea.-tire. 
A decided majority of the Demo 
erat* are favorable to rec ip o. itv, but 
until comparatively recently many of 
them, disposed toward political ail 
vantage, made the condition that the* 
Canadian bill should receive no con 
sider at ion except in connection w ith 
the pet Democratic* measure. 
They have abandoned that attitude, 
and now announce boldly that they 
will oppose all amendments of what 
ever nature. They have even gone to 
the extent of rejecting overtures from 
the progressives, which are coupled 
with a promise on the part of the lat­ 
ter to tack the free list on to the 
re< Iproclty bill. 
No one predicts a 
vote earlier than July 15, and some ex­ 
tend the time by a month. 
“And with reciprocity disposed of.” 
dec hired Senator Stone, “ I should say 
that we ought to stay here until we 
merge this session into the next regu 
Jar session, and that session into the 
second regular, lf we don't get a vote 
on the free list." 
Senator Penrose will make an effort 
to get the reciprocity bill out of the 
committee on finance today, but as 
many amendments will be presented 
he may fail. The bill will be reported 
without recommendation.

The first logical operation for the 
peach trees that have begun their sec­ 
ond year of life in the orchard is 
pruning. This will reduce the amount 
of twig and branch nurface to be 
sprayed for scale and leaf curl to a 
considerable degree, thereby reducing 
the expense of such work. 
To secure successive yields of fine 
fruit there must be a proper balance 
between the processes of vegetative 
growth and fruit production. 
Exces­ 
sive leaf and wood growth Is always 
at the expense of fruit production. 
Abundant fruit production la a direct 
demand tij*>n the vigor and life of the 
tree. Pruning during the dormant sea­ 
son 
encourages 
vegetative 
growth. 
Weak trees may he invigorated by 
proper pruning when dormant, but un 
excessive wood growth may be in­ 
duced by too severe pruning. 
[.ack of pruning is frequently re- 
sfKiiisthle for fruit of small size and 
indifferent quality, for an expensive 
type of tree for spraying and harvest­ 
ing of fruit, for a lack of economy of 
the vigor and resources of the tree 
which can tie directed toward fruit 
production and for premature old age 
and final destruction of the tree. 
A certain amount of light Is essen­ 
tial to the production of fine fruit. If 
tim branches of a tree in full foliage 
are so numerous and close together as 
to shin out all the sunlight, all fruit in 
the center of the tree will be of In­ 
ferior size aud of p°or color, and such 
a tree will soou fall to produce even 
inferior fruit in the shaded portion.

that we may develop a well balanced

Prom two to three vigorous main 
brant bes are In most case* sufficient 
to form the hasta of the bead of a 
peach tree 
Pour may sometimes be 
allowed to grow, hut more than this 
rmmtier is usually excessive, eapecially 
with varieties which make a dense 
habit of growth. The tree may appear 
too hare and open with only two to 
three main branches left at the be­ 
ginning of the second season, but the 
space will soou lie utilized by the de 
velopment of vigorous side branches. 
To prune a otic year old tree, then. 
first select the best two, three or four 
main branches that tend to form the 
strongest, most symmetrical and best 
balanced 
tree. 
Cut 
off 
all 
other 
branches close to the trunk. Summer 
pruning is not a common practice 
among peach growers In general, but 
tt Is a very beneficial aud profitable 
ojieratlon In young orchard*. 
Peach 
trees set upon good soil aud thorough­ 
ly cultivated will make a very rapid 
growth the second summer. Some of 
the 
leading 
shoots 
will 
commonly 
make a growth of from five to six feet 
lf 
allowed 
to 
develop 
unchecked. 
Where such a growth takes place the 
side branches on the leaders are often 
poorly developed and the tree has 
really grown out of bounds. 
A tree 
will also frequently develop too many 
of these long leading branches besides 
some smaller shoots, commonly termed 
'‘suckers," and the top of the tree be­ 
comes too deuse and thick. 
Such a 
tree will require severe pruning the 
following spring to get it into proper 
form. A too severe winter pruning Is 
what we wish to avoid in young peach 
trees, as it promotes vegetative growth 
aud delays fruit production. Summer 
pruning bus the opposite effect, and 
Instead of forcing out still more vege­ 
tative growth its tendency is to check 
the tree and to promote fruit hearing

Iletter to have the colt foaled out of 
the stable aud on the ground, for the 
case* of liar el trouble with colts foal­ 
ed on the ground are much less nu 
tneroUH than with those foaled In ma­ 
nure soaked "table* 
It I* seldom that the mare uoeda to 
rest from work more than a week 
after foaling. 
We never allow the 
young colts to follow the mares about 
when they are at work. 
It is a con­ 
stant annoyance to the man who is 
working the team 
Ofttimes the colt 
will get to suck when the mare I* un­ 
duly warm, which Is sure to cause 
bowel trouble. 
What Is more, follow­ 
ing tlie mare about when working Is 
bad for the colt, us It gets more ex­ 
ercise than it needs, and a great deal 
of It* food goos to waste when it 
should go to making tame and mus­ 
cle. 
For a short time after the mare 
goes to work we alin to have her near 
the barns, aud then aland the middle 
of the forenoon and afternoon we 
drive the team up to the Lim. no as 
to allow the colt to *u«'k, always tak­ 
ing great cure that the mare is uot 
hot when she I* brought in. This con­ 
tinue* until the coit Is old enough to 
Is* allowed a whole half day to him 
-elf. 
We teach colts to eat grniu as early 
as we can by nailing a small box In 
the stable with their (him* 
Bran aud 
some oat* make the usual feed. and It 
I* surprising how much they will eat. 
I sin g th!* makes It possible to wean 
the colts at an earlier date as well as 
to cause them to grow on unluter 
ru pl cd I y after weaning. Alway* teach 
a foal to lead when it is young. 
It 
I* an easy matter then; later It is a 
tusk. 


Lambs on Pasture. 
It la usually advised that wheD the 
lam)** are turned out on the grass 
with the opening of the pasture sea­ 
son they need no longer receive an ex­ 
tra grain feed. 
It is not well to atop 
off too suddenly in this respect. 
In a 
majority of cases the flock* are turned 
out ou grass before the gras* ha* at­ 
taint'd much solid substance or sweet­ 
ness. The result la a general scouring 
of the flocks, the larnba usually suffer 
lug most. 
Continuing to feed some whole corn 
has a ten d en cy to allay the attack of 
scours and heme saves the lamb* from 
suffering too severe a *et!»aek. There 
fore it I* good prat'tic# to continue to 
fetsl some whole corn for some time 
after the lambs are turned out on 
grass. 


Forage For Hogs. 
The Missouri exiwrlment station has 
Just given out the result* of an ex- 
lK*rlmeut lasting three year* which 
show* large profit* from feeding hogs 
on forage crop*. 
The average income 
I s r acre 
from 
Clover 
forage 
was 
$34.11, from raj** aud oats $24.*13. 
from corn and cowiiea* $29.08 and 
from blue grass $17.71. The estimates 
are all made on the Istsla of OO cents 
a bushel for the corn fed and 6 cents 
a pound for the i*>rk produced. 
The 
results are important as indicating 
what may Is* accomplish**! when the 
hogs themselves do all the harvesting.

Baltimore, June 7.—Gathered from 
the four ends of the land, distinguish 
ed men of all creeds assembled at tin 
Fifth Regiment armory to participate 
in the most notable and remarkable 
tribute ever paid to a churchman ii 
America.

dinaiate. 
The thief executive of the nation 
himself came to laud the deeda of the 
venerable and universally loved pre 
late. 
With him were the vice pres! 
dent of the United States, represeuta 
tives of every branch of the national 
government, jugtices of the supreme 
court and msmberg of the diplomatic 
corpg. 
The governor of the state presided 
over the assemblage. The most promi­ 
nent representatives of every cree*!, 
priests, pastors, rectors, elders, rabbis 
and other children of c hurches of all J 
denominations swelled the throng and 
joined their voices in praise of the 
exemplary life of their coworker for 
the good of mankind. Such a sponta­ 
neous demotist ration w as never be­ 
fore seen on this hemisphere.

ably the world never witnessed a more 
generous outburst of enthusiasm for 
one with whose theological principles 
many of the participants arc at varl- 
aiu e. 
Telegram* and special delivery let­ 
ter* from governors of state* in the 
United States and from every mem­ 
ber of the senate and house of repre­ 
sentatives who could not attend the 
demonstration were received by the 
cardinal, while 
from 
foreign diplo­ 
mats, archbishops and bishops from 
all over the world came messages of 
congratulation It was a great day In 
many ways. It brought together for 
the first time In many moons Presi­ 
dent Taft and former President Roose­ 
velt. and the meeting wa* so cordial 
that even the staid congressmen and 
senator*, who had not beeu altogether 
certain of the relations of the two 
men. were surprised.

The president, the colonel aud the 
cardinal took their seats. For a frac­ 
tion cit a second the eyes of Taft tend 
the colonel did not meet Each seemed 
to be looking away from the other. 
Then President Taft spoke to the 
cardinal and motioned to Roosevelt. 
All three rose to their feet aud ap 
proac hed one another. President Taft 
presented Roosevelt to the cardinal, 
the prince of the church grasping the 
hand of the lion hunter with vigor and 
warmth. The little drama caught the 
vast throng Peace and good will was 
written all over it.

Decision of Department of Justice on 


Evidence Is Awaited— Commissioner 


Knox to Hand Report to President. 


Washington, June 7.—It is reported 
bere that the department of juBtlce 
I* soon to enter suit against the Unit­ 
ed States Steel corporation, but no 
confirmation of this can he secured 
from the department. 
The Investigation of the steel trust 
Is being conducted by Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Lehman. 
It wa* one of the first 
duties assigned to him when he as 
Slimed office last winter. The adminis­ 
tration had sought an investigation 
some time prior to that, but Attorney 
General W ickerham was himself at 
one time an attorney for the steel 
trust and did not care to undertake it, 
and for some reason William S. Ken 
yon, at that time the "trust buster" 
for the department of justice, did not 
ca:e to shoulder the Investigation it 
wa* therefore given to Lehman a* his 
most important duty in the office of 
solicitor general. 
Mr. Lehman has been working at it 
persistently ever since and he has 
been aided by attorneys for the depart­ 
ment investigating the affair* of tile 
concern in New York and elsewhere. 
However, It is not possible to learn 
how tar along the investigation has 
got. 
The 
length of time required 
would depend upon the attitude of the 
trust, the ramifications of the organi­ 
zation and the nature of the prosecu­ 
tion to be brought. The Investigation 
and preparation of the Standard Oil 
suit in it* first stages requited a year 
and a half. 
For the tobacco trus. 
nearly three years were taken 
Also beyond the question of time 
required for the government to perfect 
its suit enter* the probability of a de­ 
cision by the department of justice 
that the evidence obtained does not 
warrant a suit. As the solicitor gen 
erat is working alone and entirely in 
dependently on this c ase It is dltth ult 
to learn what progress has been made. 
It is said that the cotntnLsloner of 
corporations. Herbert Knox Smith, ha* 
about completed his investigation of 
the affairs of the steel trust and that 
he will submit this to the president in 
a short time for use in conjunction 
with tlce prosecution. This would lire 
elude a criminal investigation, as in 
formation given to the commissioner 
insure* Immunity from criminal pros 
ecu (Ion. 
This information, however, 
could he employed in a suit la equity 
for the dissolution of the trust under 
the Sherman anti trust law. 
Mr. Smith’s report is founded upon 
Investigations 
ordered by President 
Roosevelt, which have been continue I 
by direction of President Taft. While 
government action might tie Influenced 
by the report. It would not be based 
upon it. 
The report of the commissioner of 
corporations Is the document which 
the special committee of the house 
probing the "steel trust" tried to get 
from the department of commerce and 
labor, 
It was refused to the probe)s 
by direction of President Taft. 
This 
fact led to hitter criticism of the pre* 
idem In the report cif the wool tariff 
to the house.

LONDON’S DIALECT. 


A Perfectly Recognizable Child of th* 
Old K*nti*h Tongue. 
In a little book entitled "London's 
Dialect" Mr. Mackenzie Mac bride chal­ 
lenges the view expressed by the edu­ 
cation 
department 
of 
the 
London 
county council that "there is no Lon­ 
don dialect of reputable antecedents 
and origin," and that "the cockney 
mode of speech Is a modern corrup­ 
tion." 
He points out that the London dia­ 
lect, especially on the south side of 
the Thames, is a perffectly recognizable 
child of the old Kentish tongue, to 
which we owe our earliest written lit-1 
erature. "Tbet” for "tbat/'^'benk" for 
"bank," "keb" for "cab," are remnants 
of the old Kentish mode of pronuncia­ 
tion. 
In the Kentish dialect "that" was 
sjw»lt "thet” as early as i i D. 825. The 
nae of “I” for “a," as In “lldy,” was 
common from the Trent to tho Thames 
In Elizabeth's time, and John Stow, 
writing in 1580, gives os "bylyffe" for 
"bailiff." 
The use of "an" for "a" in 
such cockneytsms as "telegrauph" is 
of very old origin, and "ababt" and 
“ahtslde" arc both warranted by an­ 
cient use 
a* for "kep" and "slep" 
without the final "t," they are really 
uncorrupt cd words, the "t" being rn 
intruder ot late date.

AN H ER B INQUIRY. 
A reader of these notes living near 
Valley Falls, Kan., a widow who has 
ber own aud ber little daughter’s sup­ 
port on band, writes stating that she 
has no property, but believes she could 
make something by gathering herbs 
for medicinal purposes. 
She Inquires 
esi»e< tally about the burdock and bore 
bound, both of which grow plentifully 
in the locality In which she lives. The 
writer has never had auy experience 
in the gathering and drying of herbs, 
but Is glad to give the following data, 
taken from farmers’ bulletin No. 188, 
entitled ‘‘Weed* Used In Medicine," 
which our correspondent can get by 
sending 5 cents in coin to the allice 
of public documents u t ' Washington. 
This describes some thirty kinds of 
common medicinal weeds and would be 
of value to auy one desiring to gather 
them for market. As to burdock, the 
roots should be collected lo the fall of 
the year from the larger plants that 
are in their second year. The roots 
should be washed carefully ufter dig 
giug, spilt lengthwise and carefully 
dried. This is best done by exposing 
them to the light and air (not direct 
sunlight) on racks or shelves or on 
clean, well ventilated barn floors or 


lofts- They should la* spread out Thin­ 
ly and turned every day or two for 
from three to six weeks, lf properly 
cured the roots should snap when bent 
In securing the roots of any herb It 
is well to take special care in drying, 
as they will mildew’ and spoil lf not 
properly cured. 
The roots shrink in 
weight ats»ut four-tlfths and will fetch, 
cured, from 8 to 8 cents a pound. The 
burdock seed. for which there la a lim­ 
ited demand, should be secured as soon 
as it is ripe and brings from 5 to IO 
cents per |**mid 
The horehound la a 
bushy, branching herb belonging to 
the mint family, and only the leaves 
aud tops are used In medicine. These 
should lie gat tiered just before the 
herb Is in flower, tile coarse parts be­ 
ing rejected. 
The leaves should be 
dried iii the manner suggested for the 
burdock roots, care being taken to turn 
them when drying end to store so that 
they will not gather moisture. 
The 
price j»aid for horehound leaves varies 
from 3 to 8 cents per pound.
